How Color Affects Dew. 
Color occasionally affects the 
mation of dew materially, as may be 
proven by a simple experiment. Place 
three pieces of —one white, un- 
other green, and another black--in 
such a position that they may have 
the sun on them all day, and then 
leave them exposed to the air all 
night. A clear, cool night should be 
chosen for the experiment, for dew 
rarely forms when it is cloudy. If all 
the conditions are normal, it will be 
found in the morning that there is a 
good deal of dew on the white board, 
much legs on the green board, and 
still less on the black board; indead, 
there may be none at all on the latter. 
The differerice is due to the fact that 
the three boards absorb the sun’s rays 
unequally, and are therefore of dif- 
ferent temperatures at the close of the 
day. The black board ,absorbs the 
most heat, and the whiée board. the 
least. They all begin to lose their 
heat as soon as the sun‘’s rays leave 
them, the white board cooling first, 
the green board next, and the black 
boast last. As soon as they become 
cool enough to condense the watery 
vapor of the air in contact with them, 
lew will begin to form jon them. It 
may be that the black board wil] ab- 
cork more heat during the day than 
it can throw off at night; if so, no 
dew will form on it

A valuable 
cow was a victim. It appears that a 
steer had died on the farm a short time 
ago and its carcass had been left to the 
coyotes. Evidently quite a pack of them 
gathered to the feast and when it got 
stale or scarce they were emboldened to 
help themselves to fresh meat and to 
make sure of the quality, did their own 
killing. 

It is doubtful if there are more coyotes 
thie year than neual but the scarcity of 
rabbits, their cvstomary food, has caused 
them to come closer than ever into the 
settlements to feed in-the barnyards.

Wolf Bounty Regulations. 

The following extract from reg- 
ulations for the issue and payment 
of bounties for the destruction of 
wolves in the Province of Alberta, 
north of Township 26 and south of 
the 55th Parallel of Latitude, has 
been framed by order-in-council: 

1. For’the purpose of these 
regulatione the term, “prairie wolf” 
shall mean the coyote or brush 
wolf: 

“Timber wolf” shall mean the 
large wolf known as the gray wolf 

and “wolf pup” shall mean the 
immature young of the prairie or 
timber wolf up to the first of Aug- 
ust in any year. 

2. The bounty upon prairie 
wolves shall be one dollar per 
head, . 

3. The bounty upon timber 
wolves shall be five dollars per 
head. 

4. The bounty upon wolf pups 
shall be one dollar per head. 

5. For the purpose of these 
rules and.regulations the stock in- 
spectors appointed under the pro 
visions of “The Stock Inspection 
a| Ordinance” shall be' wolf bounty 
inspectors. 

6. The pelt; including the head 
of eath wolf upon which bounty 
is claimed must be produced in- 
tact to the inspector by the person 
claiming the bounty. Every per- 
son applying for bounty shall fur- 
nish the inspector with an affiday- 
it to the effect that the animal up- 
on which bounty is claimed has 
been killed inside the 
north of township 26 rnd south of 
55th parallel of latitude. 


7... Upon the prodaction to him 
of the pelt of any wolf the inspec- 
tor shall split both ears from tip to 
base. 

8. No bounty shall be paid un- 
der these regulations on any wolf 
killed prior to the first day of July 
1907.
